1  hope  you  will  take  the  time  to  read  the  Bulletin  to  gain  a  better  understand- 
ing of  the  most  active  institution  devoted  to  American  art,  particularly  the  work  of 
living  artists.  The  Whitney  Museum  and  its  three  branch  museums  present  the 
public  with  an  extraordinary  range  of  activities,  including  exhibitions,  films,  per- 
forming arts,  and  educational  activities,  all  made  possible  by  the  support  of  a  loyal 
group  of  private  individuals,  corporations,  and  foundations,  as  well  as  by  agencies 
of  the  state  and  federal  governments.

I  am  particularly  proud  of  the  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Whitney  Museum, 
who  carry  out  their  tasks  with  a  high  degree  of  professionalism  and  an  endless 
supply  of  good  humor.

Exhibitions 


Morris  Graves:  Vision  of  the  Inner  Eye 

September  15-November  27, 1983 

This  exhibition  presented  a  comprehensive  view  of  the 
symbols  and  themes  that  have  dominated  the  art  of 
Morris  Graves.  The  ninety-nine  paintings,  sculptures, 
and  drawings  spanned  the  artist's  career  from  1935  to 
1983  and  ranged  from  his  early  images  of  birds,  animals, 
and  jtrees  to  his  more  recent  visionary  creatures.  Or- 
ganized by  The  Phillips  Collection  in  Washington,  D.C., 
with  a  grant  from  SCM  Corporation,  this  exhibition  was 
the  first  major  retrospective  of  the  work  of  Morris  Graves 
since  1956.  It  was  installed  at  the  Whitney  Museum  by 
Barbara  Haskell,  Curator.  Second  floor. 

The  Sculptor  as  Draftsman 

September  15-November  13, 1983 

Since  1976  the  Whitney  Museum  has  acquired  more  than 
150  drawings  by  sculptors.  This  selection  of  forty-five 
works  provided  the  first  opportunity  to  review  these  ac- 
quisitions. Ranging  in  date  from  1910  to  1982,  and 
executed  in  a  variety  of  media,  the  drawings  reflect  both 
the  figurative  and  abstract  traditions.  Alexander  Calder, 
Gertrude  Greene,  Michael  Heizer,  Gaston  Lachaise,  lb- 
ram  Lassaw,  Elie  Nadelman,  Claes  Oldenburg,  Theodore 
Roszak,  David  Smith,  and  H.  C.  Westermann  were  among 
the  artists  represented.  Paul  Cummings,  Adjunct  Curator, 
Drawings,  organized  the  exhibition.  Lobby  Gallery. 


Dennis  Oppenheim:  Lecture  #1 

November  16, 1983-January  15, 1984 

Performance,  narration,  and  installation  converge  in 
Dennis  Oppenheim's  Lecture  #1  of  1976,  a  recent  addi- 
tion to  the  Permanent  Collection.  The  piece  takes  the 
form  of  a  theatrical  vignette  in  which  Oppenheim  s  apoc- 
alyptic fantasy  about  contemporary  artistic  practice  and 
politics  is  expressed  in  a  monologue  delivered  by  a 
mouth-clicking  dummy  to  a  classroom  of  unoccupied 
chairs.  The  work  is  characteristic  of  the  1970s  in  its  bi- 
zarre and  egocentric  invention  and  the  post-Minimal  set 
injects  visual  poignance  and  wit  into  the  artist's  dirge- 
like monologue.  It  was  installed  by  Patterson  Sims,  Asso- 
ciate Curator,  Permanent  Collection.  Lobby  Gallery. 

The  Drawings  of  Willem  de  Kooning 

December  7, 1983-February  19, 1984 

This  exhibition  of  131  sheets  by  Willem  de  Kooning  pro- 
vided the  first  in-depth  survey  of  the  artist's  drawings. 
The  exhibition  spanned  sixty  years  of  achievement — in- 
cluding his  student  work  of  the  late  1920s,  the  figurative 
and  abstract  images  that  developed  in  the  1930s  and 
1940s,  pastels  of  women  from  the  1950s,  and  his  fig- 
urative and  abstract  drawings  of  the  1980s.  Supported  by 
grants  from  Warner  Communications  Inc.  and  the  Nation- 
al Endowment  for  the  Arts,  "The  Drawings  of  Willem  de 
Kooning"  was  organized  by  Paul  Cummings,  Adjunct 
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Curator.  Drawings.  It  was  complemented  by  a  concur- 
rent exhibition  of  the  artist's  paintings  and  sculpture,  and 
the  two  exhibitions  are  traveling  together  to  the  Aka- 
demie  der  Kiinste,  Berlin,  and  the  Musee  National  d'Art 
Moderne.  Centre  Georges  Pompidou,  Paris.  Second 
floor.

Willem  de  Kooning:  Painting  and  Sculpture 

December  15, 1983-February  26. 1984 

The  work  of  Willem  de  Kooning  has  been  esteemed  by  his 
fellow  artists  since  the  mid-1930s;  after  his  first  one-man 
exhibition  in  1948  he  became  a  national  and,  shortly 
thereafter,  an  international  figure — a  major  contributor 
to  the  international  influence  that  American  painting 
achieved  following  World  War  II.  This  exhibition  of  101 
paintings  and  twenty-five  sculptures  presented  abstract 
work  from  the  1930s,  a  series  of  seated  male  and  female 
portraits  of  the  early  1940s,  and  several  major  abstrac- 
tions of  the  1940s.  Also  shown  were  many  of  the  famous 
Woman  paintings  of  the  1950s  and  early  1960s,  as  well  as 
more  recent  work,  including  his  newest  paintings  of  the 
1980s.  The  retrospective  was  selected  by  Jorn  Merkert, 
Secretary.

The  Theodore  Roszak  Bequest 

January  21 -March  18, 1984 

The  Whitney  Museum's  relationship  with  Theodore 
Roszak  (1907-1981)  extended  over  a  period  of  fifty 
years.  The  Museum  first  showed  his  work  in  1932  and 
the  following  year  purchased  his  painting  Fisherman's 
Bride  (c.  1933)  from  its  second  Biennial  exhibition.  Since 
then  his  work  has  been  included  in  some  twenty  exhi- 
bitions at  the  Museum,  which  today  houses  one  of  the 
most  complete  public  collections  of  Roszak's  art.  This  ex- 
hibition consisted  of  Fisherman's  Bride,  four  sculptures, 
and  thirty-one  drawings  from  the  Permanent  Collection, 
including  the  recent  bequest  of  nine  drawings  and  the  gift 
of  two  additional  drawings  from  his  widow  and  daugh- 
ter.

Reflections  of  Nature:  Flowers  in  American  Art 

March  1-May  20, 1984 

The  first  major  museum  exhibition  to  explore  this  impor- 
tant artistic  genre  focused  on  the  development  of  flower 
imagery  in  American  art.  One  hundred  ten  drawings  and 
paintings  spanning  more  than  three  centuries  provided 
insights  into  American  aesthetic  attitudes  and  their  rela- 
tionship to  changing  scientific  perspectives  on  the  na- 
tural world.  Included  were  works  by  such  artists  as  John 
James  Audubon,  Charles  Burchfield,  Maria  Oakey  Dew- 
ing, Charles  Demuth,  Arshile  Gorky,  Childe  Hassam, 
Martin  Johnson  Heade,  Winslow  Homer,  Georgia 
O'Keeffe,  Titian  Ramsay  Peale,  and  Charles  Sheeler. 
Among  the  contemporary  painters  represented  were 
Jennifer  Bartlett,  Ellsworth  Kelly,  Lee  Krasner,  and  Jo- 
seph Raffael.  The  exhibition  was  supported  by  grants 
from  the  Equitable  Life  Assurance  Society  of  the  United 
States  and  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts.  Ella  M. 
Foshay,  Assistant  Professor  of  Art  History  and  American 
Culture,  Vassar  College,  organized  the  exhibition  and 
wrote  the  accompanying  publication.  Second  floor. 

Konrad  Cramer 

March  21-May  20, 1984 

Konrad  Cramer  (1888-1963),  a  little-known  pioneer  ab- 
stractionist, emigrated  from  Germany  to  New  York  in  1911 
and  over  the  next  five  years  painted  in  several  abstract 
avant-garde  styles.  This  comprehensive  survey  of  thirty- 
two  works  featured  the  majority  of  his  extant  works  from 
the  period,  including  seventeen  paintings,  two  rare 
abstract  woodcuts,  the  artist's  photograph  by  Alfred 
Stieglitz,  and  fabric  designs,  as  well  as  five  drawings  dat- 
ing from  1914  to  the  late  1920s.  The  exhibition  was  or- 
ganized by  Tom  Wolf,  Assistant  Professor  of  Art  History, 
Bard  College,  and  Franklin  Riehlman,  American  Paintings 
Specialist,  Phillips  Fine  Art  Auctioneers;  it  was  installed 
by  Gail  Levin,  Associate  Curator,  Hopper  Collection.

Five  Painters  in  New  York 

March  22-June  17, 1983 

Sixty  works  by  Brad  Davis,  Bill  Jensen,  Elizabeth  Murray, 
Gary  Stephan,  and  John  Torreano  were  shown  in  this  sur- 
vey of  painting  activity  in  New  York  City  over  the  last  dec- 
ade. The  five  artists  were  all  born  in  the  1940s  and  de- 
veloped mature  styles  during  the  early  1970s.  Although 
each  pursues  a  distinct  approach  to  painting,  they  all 
share  the  goal  of  reinvigorating  art  with  personal  content, 
meaning,  and  imagery.  Organized  by  Richard  Armstrong, 
Adjunct  Curator,  and  Richard  Marshall,  Associate  Cu- 
rator, Exhibitions,  the  exhibition  was  accompanied  by  a 
catalogue  with  text  by  the  curators.  Fourth  floor. 


The  Sculpture  of  R.  M.  Fischer 

May24-July22,1984 

Using  found  objects  and  salvaged  industrial  parts,  R.  M. 
Fischer  began  more  than  six  years  ago  to  fashion  extra- 
ordinary illuminated  sculpture.  Free  fantasies  on  more 
traditional  lamps,  his  works  are  often  functional — how- 
ever eccentrically — and  combine  a  generosity  toward  the 
detritus  of  our  industrialized  present  with  an  optimism 
for  its  successor.  The  exhibition  of  fifteen  pieces  cre- 
ated since  1979  was  the  first  in  a  series  to  be  sponsored  by 
the  Lobby  Gallery  Associates.  Richard  Armstrong,  Ad- 
junct Curator,  organized  the  exhibition.  Lobby  Gallery. 


Fairfield  Porter 

June  1-August  19, 1984 

This  exhibition  marked  the  conclusion  of  an  extensive 
national  tour  for  the  highly  acclaimed  retrospective  of 
work  by  Fairfield  Porter  (1907-1975)  organized  by  the 
Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  Boston.  It  presented  the  first  op- 
portunity in  New  York  to  view  Porter's  achievement  in 
depth  and  provided  important  new  exposure  for  this 
figurative  painter  who  worked  at  a  time  when  American 
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art  was  dominated  by  Abstract  Expressionism  and  later 
formalist  concerns.  The  exhibition,  which  consisted  of 
seventy-eight  paintings  illustrating  an  artistic  career  that 
covered  four  decades,  was  supported  at  the  Whitney 
Museum  by  Johnson  &  Higgins  and  by  a  gTant  from  the 
National  Endowment  for  the  Arts.  It  was  installed  by  Pat- 
terson Sims.  Associate  Curator.  Permanent  Collection.

Abstract  Painting  and  Sculpture  in  America  1927-1944 

June28-September9. 1984 

The  first  comprehensive  examination  of  non-objective 
art  executed  in  the  United  States  between  1927  and  1944 
consisted  of  144  paintings  and  sculptures  by  forty-three 
artists.  It  focused  on  the  second  generation  of  American 
modernists,  who  matured  after  the  Armory  Show  in  1913 
and  who,  in  many  cases,  had  their  careers  eclipsed  first 
by  Social  Realism  in  the  1930s  and  later  by  the  enormous 
impact  of  Abstract  Expressionism.  Also  included  were 
works  by  European  abstractionists  who  were  living  in  the 
United  States  during  the  1930s.  Organized  by  the  Muse- 


um of  Art,  Carnegie  Institute,  Pittsburgh,  and  supported 
by  grants  from  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts  and 
The  Hillman  Foundation,  Inc.,  the  exhibition  was  in- 
stalled at  the  Whitney  Museum  by  Patterson  Sims,  Asso- 
ciate Curator,  Permanent  Collection.

20th-century  American  Art:  Highlights  of  the 
Permanent  Collection 

Continuous 

This  exhibition  of  selected  major  works  in  the  Museum's 
Permanent  Collection  is  designed  to  give  the  public  the 
opportunity  to  enjoy  on  a  continuing  basis  some  of  the 
finest  examples  of  American  art  of  this  century.  It 
provides  an  overview  of  the  most  comprehensive  collec- 
tion of  twentieth-century  American  art  in  the  world. 
Over  seventy  paintings  and  sculptures  illustrate  the  di- 
versity and  richness  of  twentieth-century  art  in  the  Uni- 
ted States  and  offer  one  of  the  most  inclusive  presen- 
tations of  the  achievements  of  modern  American  artists. 
Among  the  artists  represented  are  Alexander  Calder, 
Willem  de  Kooning,  Arthur  Dove,  Marsden  Hartley,  Ed- 
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ward  Hopper,  Jasper  Johns,  Ellsworth  Kelly,  Gaston  La- 
chaise,  Roy  Lichtenstein,  Louise  Nevelson,  Isamu  No- 
guchi,  Georgia  O'Keeffe,  Claes  Oldenburg,  Jackson 
Pollock,  Maurice  Prendergast,  Mark  Rothko,  John  Sloan, 
David  Smith,  and  Frank  Stella.  The  exhibition  is  sup- 
ported by  grants  from  the  Alcoa  Foundation  and  the  Na- 
tional Endowment  for  the  Arts.

Calder's  Circus 

Continuous 

The  Circus,  begun  in  Paris  in  1926,  eventually  grew  to  a 
full  troupe  with  dozens  of  performers  and  animals.  For 
three  decades  Alexander  Calder  gave  Circus  per- 
formances for  friends  and  special  audiences.  Shown  adja- 
cent to  the  Circus  is  Calder's  Little  Circus,  the  1961  film 
by  Carlos  Vilardebo,  a  record  of  the  last  complete  Circus 
performance  presented  by  Calder,  with  his  wife,  Louisa, 
at  the  phonograph.  Repeated  daily  showings  of  the  film 
are  made  possible  by  Manufacturers  Hanover  Trust. 
Lobby. 


Charles  Simmonds:  Dwellings 

Continuous 

Dwellings  is  a  site-specific  piece  that  challenges  the  no- 
tion of  a  work  of  art  as  a  discrete  and  precious  object. 
When  looking  at  the  main  element,  placed  on  the  ledge 
above  the  window  in  the  Museum's  stairwell,  the  viewer 
can  see  the  other  two  parts  across  Madison  Avenue — 
small  settlements  of  clay  lodged  on  the  second-floor 
window  ledge  of  the  Chemical  Bank  and  on  one  of  the 
bank's  chimneys.

(Memory)  (1983-84),  critically  examined  post-industrial 
society  and  its  impact  on  our  daily  lives.  In  Progress 
(Memory)  viewers  were  encouraged  to  participate  by  ac- 
tivating different  devices  which  generated  images,  texts, 


and  sounds,  creating  a  commentary  on  the  politics  of 
technology. 

Paul  Sharits 

April  17-May  13, 1984 

Paul  Sharits  is  a  leading  filmmaker  in  the  American 
avant-garde  cinema.  His  previous  films  and  instal- 
lations, such  as  Color  Sound  Frames  (1974)  and  Episodic 
Generation  (1979),  respectively,  are  noted  for  their  for- 
mal rigor  in  exploring  the  materials  of  film  and  their  sub- 
tlety in  creating  compelling  patterns  of  color  and  sound. 
3rd  Degree  (1982),  Sharits'  latest  project,  employed  three 
large-scale  film  projections  on  one  wall  of  the  Film/ 
Video  Gallery  to  articulate  an  interplay  of  abstract  images 
and  sounds. 

Oscar  Micheaux 

May22-Junel0,1984 

This  survey  of  the  pioneering  contribution  of  Oscar 
Micheaux  (1884-1951)  to  the  independent  film  and  black 
American  culture  featured  the  first  public  screenings  in 
more  than  forty  years  of  The  Exile  (1931),  Swing:  The 
Story  of  Mandy  (1936),  and  The  Underworld  (1936), 
along  with  four  other  rarely  shown  feature  films,  hi  addi- 
tion, a  display  of  production  stills,  stills  from  lost  films, 
lobby  cards,  handbills,  posters,  books,  and  related  writ- 
ings provided  a  context  for  this  appreciation  of  Mi- 
cheaux's  unique  achievement  as  a  director,  producer,  and 
novelist.  Pearl  Bowser,  a  noted  historian  of  black 
American  cinema,  was  guest  curator  of  the  exhibition. 

New  American  Video  Art:  A  Historical  Survey, 
1967-1980 

June  13-July  1,1984 

An  exhibition  delineating  the  history  of  video  as  an  art 
form,  this  presentation  of  forty-three  single-channel 
videotapes  by  thirty-eight  individual  artists  and  two 
alternative  media  groups  surveyed  and  highlighted  the 
variety  of  styles  and  genres  that  have  shaped  the  distinc- 
tive history  of  video  art  in  the  United  States.

He  was  the  last  great  architect  of 
America's  Metropolitan  Era — which  extended  from  the 
Centennial  in  1876  to  the  Great  Depression  of  the  1930s 
— and  his  buildings  expressed  an  optimistic  and  progres- 
sive view  of  civilization.  After  his  victory  at  the  interna- 
tional competition  for  the  Chicago  Tribune  Tower  in  1922, 
he  rose  rapidly  to  prominence.  Twenty-four  drawings 
and  photographs  of  his  Daily  News  Building,  McGraw-Hill 
Building,  American  Radiator  Building,  and  RCA  Building 
in  Rockefeller  Center,  as  well  as  sketches  for  his  visionary 
proposals  for  a  city  of  towers,  were  shown  in  this  exhibi- 
tion, which  was  organized  by  guest  curator  Carol  Willis.

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Independent 

Study 

Program 


The  Independent  Study  Program,  which  celebrated  its  fifteenth  anniversary 
in  the  fall  of  1983,  comprises  two  interrelated  and  complementary  parts:  the 
Museum  Studies  Program  and  the  Studio  Program.  Every  year  ten  advanced 
undergraduate  and  graduate  students  from  universities  throughout  the  United 
States  and  Europe  are  selected  to  participate  in  the  Museum  Studies  Program 
and  are  designated  Helena  Rubinstein  Fellows  in  recognition  of  the  substantial 
support  provided  to  the  program  by  the  Helena  Rubinstein  Foundation.  Each 
semester  fifteen  students  are  chosen  for  the  Studio  Program. 

During  the  past  fifteen  years,  the  Museum  Studies  Program  has  earned 
the  respect  of  scholars,  educators,  and  museum  professionals  for  the 
significant  contributions  it  has  made  in  the  fields  of  art  history  and  museum 
studies.  In  addition  to  attending  weekly  seminars  with  professionals  in  the 
arts,  the  Helena  Rubinstein  Fellows  organize  exhibitions  for  the  Downtown 
Branch  of  the  Whitney  Museum,  which,  as  a  kind  of  experimental  laboratory, 
has  provided  the  program  with  concrete  conditions  for  practical  experience. 
Under  the  supervision  of  the  Museum  Studies  instructor,  and  working  closely 
with  the  Museum  staff,  the  Fellows  develop  and  implement  exhibition  pro- 
posals— selecting  the  work,  designing  and  overseeing  the  installation,  writing 
the  brochure  essay,  coordinating  publicity,  maintaining  the  gallery,  and  provid- 
ing security  when  the  exhibition  is  open  to  the  public. 

The  Studio  Program  participants,  who  are  given  individual  studio  space, 
engage  in  painting  and  sculpture,  filmmaking,  video,  and  performance  art. 
With  its  informal  structure  and  relatively  small  size,  the  program  enables  the 
students  to  have  frequent  discussions  with  the  program  instructors  and  to  meet 
with  artists,  critics,  and  theorists  who  are  invited  to  conduct  weekly  seminars. 
Since  it  began  in  1968,  the  Studio  Program  has  enjoyed  a  reputation  among  art 
students,  art  educators,  and  professional  artists  as  an  enlightened  and  pro- 
gressive approach  to  the  education  of  young  artists.  The  majority  of  those  who 
have  participated  are  now  practicing  artists,  and  most  have  remained  in  New 
York  City  in  order  to  benefit  from  the  support  and  challenge  that  the  New  York 
art  and  intellectual  communities  provide.  Many  of  these  artists  have  achieved 
professional  recognition,  accumulating  impressive  exhibition  credentials  here 
and  abroad. 

On  the  occasion  of  the  fifteenth  anniversary  of  the  Independent  Study 
Program,  the  Museum  issued  a  publication  about  the  program  which  was  dis- 
tributed at  a  special  alumni  reunion  at  the  Museum  on  November  10,  1983. 
With  a  foreword  by  Tom  Armstrong  and  a  personal  history  by  Carrie  Rickey,  the 
publication  included  selected  profiles  of  alumni,  chronological  lists  of 
alumni  and  exhibitions  organized  by  Helena  Rubinstein  Fellows,  as  well  as 
seminar  leaders,  donors,  the  program  staff,  and  alumni  employed  by  the  Mu- 
seum. It  was  published  with  the  assistance  of  a  grant  from  the  Helena  Rubin- 
stein Foundation.

Curators  Speak 

Free  lectures  by  curators  on  current  exhibitions  are  held 
monthly  especially  for  college  students  and  faculty  dur- 
ing the  academic  year.  These  lectures  were  made  possible 
in  1983-84  by  a  grant  from  the  Helena  Rubinstein  Foun- 
dation. 


Artreach 

Artreach  has  been  introducing  New  York  City  school 
children  to  American  art  at  the  Whitney  Museum  since 
1977  with  funding  from  Mrs.  Laurance  S.  Rockefeller. 
Through  the  program,  lecturers  visit  public  and  private 
schools,  giving  the  students  slide  presentations  and  lec- 
tures, which  are  followed  up,  when  possible,  by  guided 
tours  of  the  Museum.  This  year  additional  grants  from  the 
National  Endowment  for  the  Arts  and  the  Billy  Rose 
Foundation  enabled  the  Museum  to  reach  not  only  ele- 
mentary schools  but  also  junior  and  senior  high  schools. 
For  the  first  time,  the  program  can  operate  in  all  five  bor- 
oughs of  the  city  and  reach  more  inner-city  schools.  Art- 
reach,  which  began  as  a  small  pilot  project  involving 
twelve  schools,  has  grown  into  a  program  that  contributes 
substantially  to  the  art  education  of  more  than  10,000 
pupils  in  almost  150  schools.  In  1983-84,  405  outside  lec- 
tures were  given,  resulting  in  100  tours  at  the  Museum. 


School  Group  Program 

A  grant  from  the  Samuel  and  May  Rudin  Foundation, 
Inc.,  enabled  New  York  City  public  school  groups  to  visit 
the  exhibition  "20th-century  American  Art:  Highlights 
of  the  Permanent  Collection"  with  a  Museum  docent  on 
Wednesday  and  Thursday  at  10:00  a.m.,  before  the  Mu- 
seum opens  to  the  public.  Organized  in  cooperation  with 
the  New  York  City  Board  of  Education  Cultural  Arts  Unit, 
the  program  began  in  October  1983  and  ran  throughout 
the  school  year. 

Teachers  Workshops 

A  special  series  of  workshops,  each  accommodating  sev- 
enty-five art  teachers,  was  inaugurated  in  the  spring  of 
1984.  Organized  in  cooperation  with  the  New  York  City 
Board  of  Education  Cultural  Arts  Unit,  the  workshops  are 
designed  to  familiarize  teachers  with  the  history  of  twen- 
tieth-century American  art  as  represented  in  the  Mu- 
seum's Permanent  Collection,  and  to  encourage  them  to 
include  American  art  in  the  curriculum  and  to  bring  their 
students  to  the  Museum.  The  first  two  workshops  were 
held  on  March  26  and  May  21  and  included  viewings  of 
the  exhibition  "20th-century  American  Art:  Highlights 
of  the  Permanent  Collection"  and  the  film  of  the  same 
name,  as  well  as  a  lecture,  lunch,  and  a  packet  of  edu- 
cational materials.  Funding  for  the  program  was  provided 
by  the  Penzance  Foundation. 

GaJJery  Talks 

Free  weekday  tours  of  "20th-century  American  Art: 
Highlights  of  the  Permanent  Collection"  were  begun  in 
the  spring  of  1983.

Made  from  photo-booth  snapshots,  this  painting  depicts  one  of  the  most  prominent  collectors  of  Pop  Art  and  is  unlike  Warhol 's  earlier 

portraits  in  that  it  presents  his  subject  in  different  poses.  It  is  one  of  the  artist's  first  commissioned  portraits  and  remains  the  largest 

and  most  compelling. 


Dimensions  are  given  first  in  inches,  then 
in  centimeters,  height  preceding  width, 
preceding  depth.  Dimensions  of  works  on 
paper  are  overall,  unless  noted  as  sight 
(measured  within  the  frame  or  mat 
opening),  or  unless  both  image  and  sheet 
size  are  given.  Dimensions  of  sculpture  do 
not  include  base  unless  it  is  an  integral 
part  of  the  work. 

The  accession  number  of  a  work  refers 
to  the  year  of  acquisition  and,  after  a 
decimal  point,  to  the  sequence  of  its 
addition  to  the  Permanent  Collection 
during  that  year.  For  example,  84.3 
indicates  that  the  work  was  the  third  work 
acquired  in  1984.  Promised  gifts  are  noted 
with  the  letter  P  and  the  order  of  the  two 
figures  is  reversed.  For  works  accessioned 
in  a  group,  the  year  is  followed  by  the 
group  accession  number  and  the 
individual  item  number  within  the  group. 
For  example,  83.41.1  and  83.41.2  refer  to 
the  first  and  second  works  in  a  group.

The  Curators  Discussion  Group,  established  last  year,  consists  of  collectors  and 
patrons  of  American  art  who  meet  with  Whitney  Museum  curators  four  times  a 
year  for  dinner  and  a  discussion  of  developments  in  contemporary  art.  Led  by 
Victor  W.  Ganz,  the  discussions  are  usually  held  at  the  Museum  and  focus  on  a 
current  exhibition.  In  January  the  painter  Elaine  de  Kooning  spoke  about  her 
husband's  work  in  conjunction  with  his  retrospective.  Victor  and  Sally  Ganz 
hosted  a  dinner  at  their  apartment  in  March,  and  Mr.  Ganz  talked  about  their 
collection.  In  April  four  of  the  artists  represented  in  "Five  Painters  in  New 
York"  gathered  to  discuss  the  exhibition  with  its  curators,  Richard  Armstrong 
and  Richard  Marshall.  The  June  meeting  was  devoted  to  contemporary  realism 
and  Fairfield  Porter,  with  a  discussion  led  by  the  painters  Alex  Katz  and  Rack- 
straw  Downes.  Raising  numerous  issues  about  contemporary  art,  these  eve- 
nings provoked  lively,  stimulating  conversations  about  art,  collecting,  and 
patronage.

(1)  Summary  of  significant  accounting  policies: 

The  financial  statements  of  the  Whitney  Museum  of  Amer- 
ican Art  (the  "Museum")  have  been  prepared  on  the  accrual  basis 
of  accounting  and  reflect  the  following  significant  accounting 
policies: 

Fund  Accounting 

The  assets,  liabilities  and  fund  balances  of  the  Museum  are  re- 
ported in  three  self-balancing  funds  as  follows: 

The  general  operating  fund  includes  unrestricted  and  re- 
stricted resources  and  represents  the  portion  of  expendable 
funds  that  is  available  for  support  of  Museum  operations 
and  accessions. 

The  land,  building  and  equipment  fund  represents  re- 
sources restricted  for  fixed  asset  acquisitions  and  funds  ex- 
pended for  such  assets. 

The  endowment  fund  represents  funds  that  are  subject  to 
restrictions  of  gift  instruments  requiring  in  perpetuity  that 
the  principal  be  invested  and  the  income  only  be  used. 

Contributions  and  grants 

.ntributions  are  recognized  as  income  upon  re- 
ceipt. Contributions  and  grant  I  by  donors  for  speci- 
fied purpo  'erred  until  the  related  costs  are  incurred, 
at  which  time  the  support  is  recorded  as  income.

Investments  in  marketable  securities 

Marketable  securities  are  stated  at  the  lower  of  cost  or  market 
value  (if  donated,  at  the  fair  market  value  on  the  date  of 
donation).  Gains  or  losses  on  sales  of  securities  are  determined 
on  an  average  cost  basis.  As  designated  by  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
the  general  fund  consists  of  an  operating  fund  and  an  investment 
fund.  Also,  unrestricted  investment  income  on  marketable  se- 
curities was  allocated  to  the  general  operations  of  the  Museum  at 
an  amount  equal  to  S762.000.  or  6%  of  the  average  market  value 
of  investments  at  December  31  for  the  preceding  five  years.  The 
remaining  investment  income  is  added  to  the  designated  invest- 
ment fund  balance. 

Pledges
